FRIDAY  EVENING  SERVICES 

On  the  evening  of  November  4th,  Rabbi  Stein¬ 
berg,  continuing  his  discussion  of  the  interna¬ 
tional  scene,  will  evaluate  its  effects  on  Jewry 
in  general  and  American  Jewry  in  particular.

In  the  spirit  of  the  occasion 
Rabbi  Steinberg  will  ask  whether  even  in  these 
discouraging  moments  it  is  possible  to  hope  for 
peace,  and  if  so,  how  it  is  ultimately  to  be 
attained.
